District Attorney at Los Angeles 
and others urging that no pardon 
be granted Louis Raffour, Santa 
Barbara soft drink vendor recently 
convicted by a Federal jury at Los 
Angeles of ving moonshine 
whisky in his possession, selling 
patent medicine as a beverage and 
maintaining a public nuisance, 

Judge Trippet fined Raffour $500 
each on two counts and sentenced 
him to serve ninety days in jail. 
The court granted the convicted 
man thirty days grace to get his 
business affairs straightened out 
before beginning his Jail sentence. 
In the meantime friends of Raf- 
four started a move for a pardon. 
It was supposed by the ministers 
at Santa Barbara when thirty days 
grace was up and Raffour did not 
go to jail that a respite was being 

ven him by the court until

Laboring under this misappre- 
hension the Ministerial Association 
referred, in its letten sent to Fed- 
eral authorities, to Raffour as “still 
running around loose.”

Protection for motorists in Los 
Angeles against fraudulent oll sales 
will be afforded after the 20th inst. 

Through the efforts of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California, 
all gasoli service stations and 
public must in the future 
label oil containers, so that the 
motoring customer can read clearly 
the kind of oll he is getting. This 
is now provided by ordinance. 

The matter came to a climax 
with the arrest and conviction of 
Victor Berryhill and his cousin, 
Norman, operating service stations 
at Vermont avenue and Exposition 

levard, and at 7127 South Fig- 
ueroa street for selling one brand 
of lubricating oil as another. 

They were fined $109 each. ‘The 
prosecution was made possible by 
a State law. / 

However, further prosecutfons 
for similar offenses will be more 
simple under the new Los Angeles 
ordinance, which makes it unlaw- 
ful to misrepresent the kind of oll 
sold to autoists. 

After June 20, all oil containers 
from which lubricating oil is sold 
on the streets must be labeled in 
large letters with the name of the 
company producing it. It is a crime 
in California to sell tne goods of 
one producer, claiming that they 
are the eutput of another producer. 

In the future this will hold good 
in the city of Los Angeles as well. 
All fraudtlent oil sales should be 
reported by motorists to the legal 
department of the auto club.

ETTER BARES HORRORS 


OF BOLSHEVIK REGIME 


‘Exiled Russian Baroness, Now 


Here, Receives Missive from 
Son Thought to be Dead 


Horrors of Russian prison

Bolsheviks, were revealed in all their unprintable details in a 
letter received in Los Angeles yesterday by Baroness Otilly de 
Ropp from her son, Baron Egon de Ropp, whose imprisonment 
had prevented him from writing to his mother for the last four 
years and whose missive came to the grief-stricken woman 


like a message from the dead. 

Overjoyed at hearing from her 
oldest son, of whose life she had 
despaired, Baroness de Ropp, in 
reading and re-reading the letter 
from her boy, often pauses de- 
tween lines as the dark mists of 
the past sweep down upon her 
soul, bringing to her remembrance 
another precious son— her young- 
est, Eugene de Ropp, from whom 
she has heard no word since 
March, 1917. 


EXILED FROM RUSSIA ' 
Exiled from their native land 
about six years ago, Baron and 
Baroness de Ropp came to 
America where they have been 
given everything that American | 
hospitality is capable of giving to 
the oppressed, but ever they are 
conscious of the sad fact that even | 
America cannot restore to them 
the children wrested from them 
by the tyrannical minority of the 
country they once called home. 
Baron and Baroness de Ropp, 
once among the most influential 
and progressive citizens of Petro- 
grad, have been in Southern Cali- 
fornia for two years and are now 
living at 1818 East Windsor street, 
Glendale. They, took out their first 
naturalization papers in Massa- 
chusetts some time ago and have 
applied for their second citizen- 
ship papers in Los Angeles. 
When they left Petrograd their 
oldest son, Egon de Ropp, was a 
prisoner of the Bolsheviks. Their

twenty years old today, was, 
the time of their departure, 
cadet of the military 
Petrograd. Anxious that he should 
receive an education for which 
his young mind was fitted, and be-. 
lieving that the intelligent ele- 
ment of Russia would soon restore 
order to the old “Empire of the 
Snows,” Baron and Baroness de 
Ropp reluctantly relinquished the 
care of their youngest boy to his 
uncle and godfather, Baron E. de 
Ropp who was at that time Chief 
of Military Engineers in Russia. 


WAIT FOR WORD 


A tew months later Baron E. 
de Ropp was placed in charge of 
the military transportation depart- 
ment and shortly afterward suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown, due 
to overwork, from which he never 
recovered. Prior to the Baron's 
death the parents of the boy had 
received regular word concerning 
the welfare of Eugene, but since 
that time-—nearly six years—no 
hint as to his progress or his fate 


Majesty.

“The letter from Egon? Here 
it is,” smiled the Baroness, fish- 
ing from a black silk bag a ‘rib- 
bon-wrapped package.

They dispose of the Constitution 
of the United States with a pitying smile 
and disgorge many profound remarks rela- 
tive to the “reactionaries” who founded the 
Republic. They are second cousins to the 
streetcar strategists who, during the war, 
could show you where Gen. Foch was all 
wrong and what the Allies should do to 
Hindenburg. 

They bore each other—and everyone else 
to tears; but ordinarily thev probably do 
no great amount of harm. To the extent 
that they induce patience and Christian 
fortitude on the part of their victims they 
even accomplish a moiety of good. 

But when they get into the public school 
and expound these theories to growing chil} 
dren, often to growing children who have 
come from other countries and whose Amer- 
icaniem is yet to be planted and nurtured, 
they become an active peril to society. They 
sow poison seeds in minds too young to 
know better. 

All of which seems applicable to the ap- 
peal of Capt. G. W. Felton, a Manual Arts 
High School teacher, who claims to have 
been unjustly transferred from the history 
department of the school as a punishment 
for having addressed the following com- 
ment to his classes: 

The magazines, The Nation and the 
New Republic, the Board of Education 
has barred these magazines from the 
school libraries. These “Red” or “near- 
Red” periodicals have expressed open 
sympathy with Eugene V. Debs. who 
obstructed the draft and discouraged 
volunteers from coming to our aid on 
the western front in 1918. This traitor 
is serving a sentence in a Fe Wral pen- 
itentiary. These magazines also teach 
class hatred, an idea imported from Ru- 
Tope, and absolutely un-American. 

Capt. Felton asserted at a hearing by the 
Board of Education that Dr. Wilson, prin- 
cipal of the Manual Arts Huh School, said 
to him, in rebuke, that “some of the teach- 
ers look upon Debs as a martyr.” He said 
that another official of the school told him 
that-the Constitution of the United States 
was “composed by reactionaries, men who 
bad no interest in the welfare of the mere 
common people, but men who really wanted 
to feather their own nests.” 


Whether or not there is guflt in this par- 
ticular case, there can be no doubt that 
there is in the public schools a dangerous 
element which pooh poohs the foundations 
of the American govermment and under- 
mines its ideals.

Speaking on “The Sine of the 
Press. before the City Club ves- 
terday noon, William James Ghent.

over-emphasis of vice and crime 
but rather the juggling of facts 
to suit the purpose of propaganda. 

Mr. Ghent, who is a student of 
sociology, said that he held no 
brief for either the “capitalistic” 
or the “insurgent” press and de- 
clared that both are often guilty 
ot misrepresenting and ignoring 
facts which, if published in an 
unbiased manner, would have a 
tendency to clear the mind of the 
Wejudice which is the offspring of 
ignorance.

After talking with Mary Pick- 
ford I always return to my type- 
writer with a wild impul}se to turn 
loose and rhapsodize. I feel very 
much as I do on the first genuine 
spring day. There is a new thrill

impulse is as direct and as keen 

as the call of sunlight and new 
e. 


Were I to analyze the cause I 
think I should attribute it to Miss 
Pickford’s glowing and _  inde- 
fatigable energy. It permeates ev- 
erything that she does and says. 
t forms a subtle incandescent 
highlight for everything that she 
S. It casts its gleam on the thou- 
sands of facets which compose life, 
and fills them with radiance. 

When you are talking to her 
you are not conscious of this 
energy, any more than you are 
conscious of the setting when the 
real action of the play is on. You 
are aware, in her instance, only of 
the spell of an ineffable charm. 
You are subtly enthralled by her 
manifest though elusive individual- 
ity. You are caught chiefly by the 
youth that is implied and ex- 
pressed in her voice, her thought 
and herself.

Mies Lutz told how, when mother 
Walked upon the streets of Rio, 
every man she met lifted his hat 
and stepped off the pavement as 
she passed. It was so unusual to 
see a woman on the streets in those 
days, she exp § ined. 

“Now everything is different,’ 
she continued. “We are advanc- 
ing. Men are not surprised to 
see Us among them. A few months 
ago, according to the law of civil 
service in the commerctal depart- 
ment, there was one woman who 
came to take the examination for 
a government position. There were 
many men, but she won first place 
in the examination, and secured the 
coveted position. 


A few months later Miss Lutz 
competed against ten men for the 
secretaryship of the Museum of 
Brazil, another coveted office. 
There were fourteen tests, lasting 
over a month and a half, during 
which time the President ef Bra- 
zil died and the Cabinet was 
changed. A new Minister finished 
directing the examination. Miss 
Lutz won first place, having been 
examined in finance of govern- 
ment, numerous sciences, geog- 
raphy, three languages and his- 
tory. Every newspaper in Brazil 
was interested and the current 
question came: “Why do women 
win first place in the examina- 
tions?” A little town in Bahia, 
where examinations were given for 
librarian, postmaster and many of 
the town offices, found that wom- 
en received first place in every ex- 
amination and only the appointive 
offices were filled by men. 

One of the cleverist journalists 
in Brazil came out with a long edi- 
torial, whose conclusion was that 
women were first in examinations 
because they did not play football 
at college. They played with their 
heads and not with their feet,” he 
said.

Material Increase 


(BY CABLE—EKCLUMV®E DISPATCH.) 

HONOLULU, June 38.—Investi- 
gation of race statistics here by 
bere Territorial Board of Health 
has brought to light apparent proof 
that the Hawalian race is marry- 
i out of existence. 

t the Hawalians are a dying 
race has been a favorite conten- 
tion of visiting observers and writ- 
ers for years, based on hasty sur- 
vey and on the proved fact that 
the pure-blooded Hawaiians are 

ng in numbers. 


MANY INTERMARRY 

But the Board of Health figures 
and the comments of the statis- 
|ticlan compiled them are to 
the effect that more pure- blood 
Hawalians marry part-bloods than 
marry full-bloods, the net result of 
this process being the decrease of 
pure-blood children ag compared 
with part-bloods. 

Although there has been no ma- 


among pure-blooded Hawatians 
Guring the last four years, the 
birth rate during the calendar 
year 1921 shows a material de- 
crease as compared with that dur- 
ing the fiscal years of 1921, 1920, 
1918 and 1918. and this, coupled 
with the fact that pure Hawalian 
men and women are steadily mar- 
rying into the other races, indi- 
cates that the native race is not 


“Vital statistics for the calen- 
Gar year 1921,” says Mies Lemon, 
“show that while many Hawaiian 
men and women are marrying 
within the limits of their own race. 
@ comparatively large number are 
ye with other races, and 
it will be readily seen that this 
will tend to materially increase the 
local part-Ha population, 
and at the same time decrease. 
so far as the future is concerned, 
the pure-Hawalian population.“ 

In other words. says Miss Lem- 
on, if the Hawaiian race is dying 
out. as reported, it is not due 
solely to a decrease in the number 
of births and a continued large 
number of deaths, but more to the 
fact that native men and women 
are marrying out of their own race. 

During the fiscal year ding 

June 30, 1921, there were 169 mar- 
i riages between pure Hawaiians, al- 
though 227 Hawaiian men ob- 
tained licenses to marry. The rec- 
ords of the Board of Health show 
that girls of the following races 
and mixtures of races were mar- 
ried to pure Hawatians: Ameri- 
can, 1; Caucasian-Hawaiian, 23: 
Chinese, 3: Chinese-Hawalian, 15;

Visiting prehistoric ruins is now a 
popular pastime with vacationists 
who believe in seeing America first. 
Out in Colorado tn the Mesa Verde 
National Park we have prehistoric 
remains that compare favorably 
with ruins anywheré, both in pic- 
| turesqueness and mystery. The 
government has for some years 
deen engaged in excavating and 
repairing them and they show 
promise of becoming one of the 
standard sights of America, in a 
class with the Washington Monu- 
ment, Niagara Falls, the Statue of 
| Liberty and Pike's Peak. 
Only recently have Americans 
deen awakefied to an interest in 
home grown antiquities. In 1907, 
when the Mesa Verde reservation 
was established by the govern- 
ment, twent\-five tourists came to 
see its wonderful cliff dwellings. 
‘Last year 3500 visitors were shown 
the sights of the park.

At rat they were cave men, 
seeking shelter in natural caves. 
in the sides of the canyons. Then 
then began to pull stones about 
and place them for greater pro- 
tection. What are supposed to be 
their early attempts at building 
are simple shelters made of huge 
stones set on edge. From making 
these rude huts, the builders pro- 
greesed until they were construct- 
ing horizontal masonry with 
stones laboriously fitted into place. 
At least, this is the story read by 
scientists in the varied types of 
ruins which plainly illustrate dif- 
ferent stages of skill. 


ANCIENT COMMUNISTS 
Circular, square, and semicircular 
towers, some twenty-five feet high, 
were built by these Indians crafts- 
men. Rooms were arranged in 
tiers to form community houses. 
There were temples with altars and 
outlet sfor smoke. Then the stone 
builders vanished, and so complete 
was their disappearance that even 
the Indians of the region have only 
vague traditions as to their exis- 
tence. 

A clew to the age of the Mesa 
Verde cliff dwellers was noted by 
Dr. Fewkes in excavating the Sun 
Temple ruin in 1915. A great red 
cedar tree was growing in the an- 
nex to the temple. Its roots had 
penetrated into the rooms, so that 
it was necessary to cut them off 
and to fell the tree in the work of 
restoration. A stump of the tree 
was left, however, and 360 annular 
rings can be counted. Dr. Fewkes 
adds 250 years as a conservative 
guess for the time of the temple's 
construction and use before trees 
would have grown in its deserted 
rooms. From such evidence he 
thinks it likely that the 
pueblos were in existence about 
1300 A.D. 

After the disappearance of these 
early communists the rock  vil- 
lages were left to be gradually 
worn down and buried in sand and 
debris. In 1888 two herdsmen 
who were hunting lost cattle dis- 
covered among the cliffs what 
seemed to be towers and walis of a 
city. Closer inspectiqgn showed 
that the structures were the re- 
mains of an old cliff dwelling, a 
community house with 200 family 
living-rooms and twenty two 
rooms for worship. The herdsmen 
named it Cliff Palace. 

Soon after their discovery the 
Mesa Verde remains were found 
to have a commercial value, and 
vandals began looting the rooms 
of pottery, bones and bits of fab- 
ric. The walls were badly dam- 
aged and foundations undermined 
by the reckless collectors, 

In 1907 the government reserved 
the tract of land to protect it from 
further plundering. Congress 
made appropriations, and Dr. 
Fewkes at once began to restore 
the damaged ruins and to put them 
into condition for visitors to see. 
Horseback trails were the only 
way of reaching the ruins at first, 
and few tourists had sufficient en- 
thusiasm to make the thirty-two- 
mile trip from Mancos. Since then 
——— roads have been built, 
and a ema!! hotel has been opened. 
Rangers act as guides, and Ameri- 
cans can visit the prehistoric ruins 
of Colorado in modern comfort 


WORK JUST BEGUN 


Almost every year some new type 
of ruin w salvaged from the debris 
of the centuries. In 1910 the Cliff 
Palace, which ite the largest cliff 
dwelling in the Southwest, was ex- 
cavated and repaired. In 1915 the 
D-shaped Sun Temple was brought 
to light. The next year a large 
community house of a new type 
was unearthed. and in 1919 one of 
the best-preserved cliff houses in 
the Southwest was added to the list 
of Mesa Verde's attractions. Even 
the wooden beams of the roof of 
this house were stil! intact. 

Last summer a Fire Temple evi- 
dently devoted to worship and 
conservation of fire was discovered. 
Dr. Fewkes has just left for 
another summer's work at Mesa 
Verde and he has selected for 
special attention this year a mound 
of a new form. Apparently this 


— 


was used for some ynknown com- 
munal purpose. It is at present 
a pile of stones twenty-five feet 
high with a depressed center. No 
walls rise above the surface of 
the ground, but all the stones 
covering the mound show artificial 
work indicating fine masonry. 
The size, shape and past use of 
the structure can be determined 
only dy the removal of the 
accumulated debris, laying dare 
the rooms now concealed by falten 
stones, drifting sand and a dense 
growth of vegetation. It is pro- 
posed to strengihen and other- 
wise repair the shattered walls so 
that tourists may behold one me-. 
of the great prehistoric Mesa 
Verde buildings somewhat in its 
origiaal condition. 

Mesa Verde excavations are of 
great interest to science. A nuni- 
ber of scholars have made different 
deductions and set forth different 
theories from the evidence so far 
unearthed. 

Unfortunately the Pueblog of 
this section had no system of 
writing beyond a few crude sym- 
bols scratched on cliffs or painted 
on their earthenware jars. From 
remains found in their buried | 
dwellings it is known that they 
were farmers, coaxing a living out 
of the dry mesa country. Bite of 
pottery and decorated fabrics tell 
us that 8 had a strong sense 
ot beauty. such random clues

Plane Smashed Before 
Boatload of Tourists 


(BY DISPATCH) 

LONDON, June 3.— Three per- 
sons——-two men passengers and the 
pilot—were killed today when a 
French airplane en route from 
London to Paris fell into the En- 
glish Channel off Folkestone. The 
passengers were Dr. Gordon Ley, 
a well-known London surgeon, who 
‘Was en route to rejoin his wife, 
and Paul Carroll, a French manu- 
facturer. 

The machine was a six-seater, 
inclosed Spad, with a 300-horse- 
power Hispanola motor. It left 
Croydon at 11 o'clock and passed 
over Folkestone at 3000 altitude, 
circling over the town and pro- 
ceeding across the channel ,toward 
Boulogne. 

When two miles off shore the 
airplane suddenly nose - dived, 
striking the water with a tremen- 
dous crash and breaking up, the 
Wreckage sinking almost imme- 


diately. 

The channel steamer Maid of 
Orleans, en route from Folkes- 
stone to Boulogne, and jammed 


with passengers, including many 
Americans, rushed to the 
Members of the crew picked up the 
bodies of Dr. Ley and Roger Mor- 
in, who piloted a seaplane during 
the war. Carroll's body was not 
found. — 
The bodies were mutilated and 
sulted from injuries received in 
the crash and not drowning. Sev- 
eral women on board the steamer 
fainted when the bodies were 
hoisted on deck. 

From an eyewitness account, the 
pilot must have fainted or had a 
stroke or something and fallen for- 
ward. allowing the machine to go 
straight down, according to the 
director of the French company.

IN COMMONS

LONDON, April 17.—A Dill “te 
provide for the better government 
of Scotland and Wales, and for 
other matters relating thereto” 
has been introduced into the House 
of Commons. 

This action follows upon renew- 
ed talk in some quarters of “home 
rule all around.“ in other words 
autonomy for Scotland and Wales 
as apart from England proper, 
and is direct outcome of the birth 
of the Irish Free State. Prime 
Minister Lioyd George, himeelf a 
Welshman, has indicated that he 
would not oppose a comprehensive 
home rule measure. 

According to the present 
posals, Parliaments each consisting 
of two chambers, would be set up 
for Scotland and Wales. The Low. 
er House, in the case of Scotland, 
would be equal in membership to 
the present representation at West- 
minister and elected by the same 
constituencies. The Lower House 
in Wales would consist of twice the 
present representation, each of the 
Welsh constituencies being divided 
into two. The Upper House of the 
Scots parliaments would be elected 
by the Lower House In accordanuc 
with a plan proposed by Lord 
Bryce’s Committee, and would 
number thirty-six members. The 
Welsh senate also would have 
thirty-six members. 

Provision is made in the bill for 
joint aittings in the event of dis- 
agreement. Representation at 
Westminster is to continue un- 
changed pending the application of 
devolution to England.

THREE DEAD 
IN CHANNEL 
AIR WRECK 


London - Paris Passenger 
Plane Smashed _ Before 
Boatload of Tourists 


[BY DISPATCH.) 
LONDON, June 3.— Three per- 


sonstwo men passengers and the 
pilot—were killed today when a. 
French airplane en route from 
London to Paris fell into the En- 
glish Channel off Folkestone. The 
passengers were Dr. Gordon Ley, 
a well-known London surgeon, who 
was en route to rejoin his wife, 
and Pau! Carroll, a French manu- 
facturer. 

The machine was a six-seater, 
inclosed Spad, with a 300-horse- 
power Hispanola motor. It left 
Croydon at 11 o’clock and 
over Folkestone at 3000 altitude, 
circling over the town and pro- 
ceeding across the channel ,toward 


Boulogne. 
When two miles off shore the 
airplane suddenly nose - dived, 


striking the water with a tremen- 
dous crash and breaking up, the 
wreckage sinking almost imme- 
diately. 

The channel steamer Maid of 


Orleans, en route from Folkes- 
stone to Boulogne, and jammed 
with passengers, including many 


Americans, rushed to the scene. 
Members of the crew picked up the 
bodies of Dr. Ley and Roger Mor- 
in, who piloted a seaplane during 
the war. Carroll's body was not 
found. 

The bodies were mutilated and 
floating. proivng that death re- 
sulted from injuries received in 
the crash and not drowning. Sev- 
eral women on board the steamer 
fainted when the bodies were 
hoisted on deck. 

From an eyewitness account, the 
pilot must have fainted or had a 
stroke or something and fallen for- 
ward, allowing the machine to go 
straight down, according to the 
director of the French company.

Both the Bank of Canton and the 
Asia Banking Corporation have 
notified the commission that they 
will take regular consignments of 
the metal. The managér of the 
Asia Banking Corporation has an- 
nounced that in the near future 
his institution would establish di- 
rect connection with the commis- 
sion and it is probable that they 
will buy as much as 500,000 ounces 
per month. 

The Indo-Chinese Bank has 
made application that the com- 
mission sell it a series of ship- 
ments of bar silver at the rate of 
200,000 ounces per shipment, be- 
ginning with the month of July. 

The requests for bar silver are 
not confined to Hongkong alone, 
but Shanghai, Canton, Peking and

Capt. Oscar 
Wisting, sailing master of the 
Maud, commanded the vessel, 
Roald Amundsen, chief of the ex- 
pedition having decided to proceed 
to Nome by steamer, sailing to- 
morrow.

SCOTLAND AND WALES 
AUTONOMIES SOUGHT 


BILL TO PROVIDE BETTER 
GOVERNMENT INTRODUCED 
IN COMMONS 


IAF. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCES.) 

LONDON, April 17.—A bill “te 
provide for the better government 
of Scotland and Wales, and for 
other matters relating thereto" 
has been introduced into the House 
of Commons. 

This action follows upon renew- 
ed talk in some quarters of “home 
rule all around,” in other words 
autonomy for Scotland and Wales 
as apart from England proper, 
and is direct outcome of the birth 
of the Irish Free State. Prime 
Minister Lloyd George, himself a 
Welshman, has indicated that he 
would not oppose a comprehensive 
home rule measure. 

According to the present pro- 
posals, Parliaments each consisting 
of two chambers, would be set up 
for Scotland and Wales. The Low. 
er House, in the case of Scotland, 
would be equal in membership to 
the present representation at West- 
minister and elected by the same 
constituencies. The Lower House 
in Wales would consist of twice the 
present representation, each of the 
Welsh constituencies being divided 
into two. The Upper House of the 
Scots parliaments would be elected 
by the Lower House in accordanu 
with a plan proposed by Lord 


Bryce’s Committee, and would 
number thirty-six members. The 
Welsh senate also would have 


thirty-six members. 

Provision is made in the bill for 
joint sittings in the event of dis- 
agreement. Representation at 
Westminster is to continue un- 
changed pending the application of 
devolution to England.

IN MANUFACTURES 

Prior to the publication of the 
1920 census reports California had 
never been regarded nationally as 
a great manufacturing State, but 
the returns showed this State to 
be the fifth State in number of 
industria! establishments and 
eighth in value of manufactured 
products. From the statistical data 
accompanying, it will be seen that 
California, while having less capi- 
tal invested, has a greater value of 
manufactured products. 


Note on the accompanying 
chart California’s wonderful 


growth in population as compared 
with Ontario. California starts the 
century with 25 per cent less pop- 
ulation and winds up the double 
decade with 21 per cent greater 
population, or over 600,000 more 
people than the Province of Onta- 


rio. 
IN AGRICULTURE 
No section of country, no mat- 
ter what its industrial progress 
may be, can endure without devel- 
opment of its agricultural re- 


sources. What has happened in 
the double decade under consid- 
eration? California starts out with 
707.000 and in 1920 has over a 
million in her rural communities. 
Ontario, on the other hand, had in 
1901 almost 1,250,000 people in 
agricultural districts. This num- 
ber declined to 1,000,000 in 1920, 
a decline of almost 20 per cent. 

And what are the comparative 
statements of the value of crops 
in this double decade period? In 
twenty years California crops in- 
creased in value 344 per cent; 
while the increase in Ontario was 
only 240 per cent. 

A comparison of the number of 
live stock shows that in California 
live stock increased in value 230 
per cent, while Ontario increased 
only 61 per cent. 

A comparison of farm values 
which is graphically illustrated 
shows that the value of farm im- 
plements increased 640 per cent 
in California and only 81 per cent 
in Ontario. Similarly, farm build- 
ings increased 278 per cent in Call- 
fornia and only 37 per cent in On- 
tario. A striking increase is shown 
in land values in California, a per- 
centage increase of 342 per cent. 
while Ontario values increased but 
40 per cent. 

During the twenty years under 
discussion farms as a whole 
land, buildings, implements, live 
stock—inoreased in California by 
$31.5 per cent, with only an in- 
crease of 63.2 per cent in Ontario,

Scraps Yield a Fortune; Financing Public — 
W eck i in Review 


Jack Dempsey learned this last 
summer in Jersey City and now 
A. 8. McKelligon, general store- 
keeper for the Southern Pacific 
Company verifies the suspicion with 
the statement that the total value 
of material reclaimed by the rail- 
road last year would be, at present 
prices, $1,309,288. The cost of rec- 
lamation was $437,011, or a net 
saving of $872,000. 

Scraps of all sorts are collected 
along the right of way and sent on 
supply trains to scrap docks con- 
veniently located where the mate- 
rial is sorted by men who are ex- 
perts in their line. 

The articles reclaimed cover a 
great range. and much of it is made 
over into different forms. Items 
handled vary from sealing wax 
obtained from worn-out dry cells. 
for tin drinking cups and grease 
cang; from coffee cans, clip paper 
and pads from old forms and 
tariffs, to bolts, brake beams. car 
and locomotive couplings. truck 
and body bolster, rail joints, switch 
joints and and rails. 

As an instance of the importance 
of small items the company saved 


and wool waste. Some interest- 
ing examples of the reclamation 
are: 


Scrap boiler tubes are used for 
various purposes. When threaded 
or welded together, they are used 
for water drain lines, air lines and 
conduits; in manufacturing loco- 
motive pilot, in making freight 
car ladders, and in making wash- 
ers by flattening out and punching. 
Old scrap shovel blades are also 
made into washers. 

Scrap car roofing is made into 
tinware, smoke jacks, ventilators, 
shop lockers, etc. 

Tariene, a bi-product of Pintsch 
gas plants, is used for ‘painting 
underframes of cars, lacing 

h-priced paints. 
rope is unwound and used 
in place of twine for binding com- 
pany shipments. 

Sediment from acetylene generat- 
ors is used 
whitewashing purposes and in place 
2 lime in the company's steel 
foundry. 

Scrap carpet is used for making 
covers for footrests, dust guards 
and protection pads for employees 
in rolling mille and and foundries.

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BUSINESS NEWS 


Cotton Review; Acreage in West Large: Bond Mar- 
ket Active; Many New Issues 


Issuance of the government re- 
port on the condition of the ocot- 
ton crep as of May 25 was the 
most notable event of the week in 
the cotton market, although it had 
little effect on prices, due to thor- 
ough discounting beforehand. A 
condition of 69.6 per cent of nor- 
mal represented a distinct im- 
provement over the last two years, 
but was still far below the ten- 
year average and proves the pre- 
dictions of many that, with con- 
sumption keeping up at its present 
rate, the world will soon be more 
or less bare of cotton. Last year 
on May 25. the condition of the 
ootton crop was 66 per cent of nor- 
mal, in 1920 it was 62.4 per cent, 
75.6 in 1919, and 74.6 for the ten- 
year average. New York prices 
last week declined an average of 
one-half a cent a pound for the 
later deliveries. 

Heavy planting in California this 
year is revealed by the government 


report showing the cotton crop in 


this State to be 84 per cent of 
normal. Arizona’s condition is 81 
per cent. The showing of these 
two regions compared to a na- 
tional average of 69.6 per cent re- 
flects the excellent growing con- 
ditions and freedom from insect 
pests that the southwestern cotton 
fields enjoy. 

Cotton experts do not always at- 
tach great importance to the June 
cotton estimates of the government. 
For instance, the June cotton report 
two years ago gave a condition of 
62.4 per cent, which was the lowest 
ever estimated in that month, but 
the crop improved so greatly later 
in the season as to give an ulti- 
mate yield of more than 13,000,000 
bales, the largest since 1914. Laat 
year’s June condition, 66 per cent, 
was the lowest on record for the 
month, except that of 1920. but 
the cut of 14 per cent in the acreage 
picked, followed by a very favor- 
able season, brought a yield of 
only 8,306,000 bales, 

Prospects for a failure of the 
Egyptian cotton crop are looming 
up on the horizon and encouraging 
the Califo and Arizona Pima 
growers, Who would receive much 
higher prices for their long staple 
product if Egyptian competition 
were eliminated. A cable received 
yesterday by a local broker states 
that the Nile is now the lowest on 
record for this season of the year. 
It is not expected that the situa- 
tion will improve before July and 
that the outlook for the cotton crop 
is, therefore, grave. Already many 
of the Egyp*ian corn growers are 
ae of a shortage of water 

for irrigation purposes, it is said.

OPTION TO PURCHASE 

The offer made by Dr. J. H. 
Bullard, owner of the Bullard 
Block, was to lease the upper four 
floors of theb uilding to the city for 
five years at $12,000 a year. with 
a One year's option to purchase the 
building for $300,000 on a deferred 
payment plan. Dr. Bullard, it is 
understood, is willing to have the 
city condemn the property, if the 
Council believes that it can obtain 
a better price through condemna- 
tion proceedings. | 


In November, 1909, the Public 
Building Committee of the City 
Council recommended that the 


Temple Block site be acquired by 
the city of Los Angeles for a new 
City Hall. The site was purchased 
for $500,000, of which $125,000 
was contributed by citizens with 
the understanding, the Los Angeles 
Civie Center Site Committee says 
in ita published report, that the 
property was to be the location of 
a new City Hall. The report says: 


ASKED TO KEEP FAITH 

“We have paid our $125,000 in 
good faith. with the definite un- 
derstanding that the City Hall was 
to be erected on the Temple-Block 
site. Let the city of Los Ange- 
les keep its word. When the city 
accepted the $125.000 it, in hon- 
oF. foreclosed itself from selecting 
any location for its new City Hall 
other than the Temple-Block site. 
The city should keep faith with 
its citizens.” 

This report was signed by J. 
Wiseman Macdonald for the com- 
mittee, and with first steps being 
taken to lease the Bullard Block. 
those who have urged that the 
City Hall be built on the Temple- 
Block site are jubilant and feel 
that real progress has been made 
toward the building of a new City 
Hall at this location. 

City Attorney Stephens is ex- 
pected to present te the City Coun- 
cil tomorrow or Tuesday the for- 
mal contract for the leasing of 
the Bullard Block with an option 
to purchase, and if it receives the 
necessary six votes. as did the in- 
struction to the City Attorney to 
prepare the leare, the way will be 
cleared for a speedy removal of 
the city offices now at Normal Hill 
Center Building to the Bullard 
Block. 


WILL, RAZE BUILDING 
This. it was believed at the City 
Hall yesterday, can be accomplished 
not later than August 1, and the 
tearing down of the Normal Hill 


Center Building will then begin. 
The library board will give the 
city from its funds $100,000 to- 
ward the coat of razing the build- 
ing and the removal of the city of- 
fices, and the Fifth Street Asso- 


ciation, which has been working 
for years for the extension” , of 
Fifthms«treet to the west and its 


conversion into a great traffic ar- 
tery connection between the down- 
town and residential sections, will 
contribute 350.00 to the city's ex- 
pense in cormhection with the re 
moval of the building. 

The health, playgroynd, social 
service and other departments 
now at Normal Hill Center Build- 
ing will occupy the Bullard Block, 
if the lease is consummated. 11 
is possible that there also will be 
a rearrangement of other offices 
now at the City Hall and in the 
south annex of the City Hall in 
the Hoefield Building, which has 
been re-leased for a term of vears 
in order to give more space to 
the overcrowded engineering and 
other departments now housed in 
the south annex.

300,000. Figures Reveal 

Foreign exports and 1 ports at 


los ‘Angeles Harbor during. May 
reached a total of $4,341,029 


greater than any previous Month 


on record, according to figures 
compiled and published by the 
Maritime Exchange of the Port of 
los Angeles. A total of 328 vea- 
sels arrived during the month to 
bring imports valued at $4,239,649. 
as compared with the next great- 
est month in point of arfivals, 
April of this year, when 297 ves- 
sels called here. 

J. II. Hovick, superintendent of 
the exchange, announced that ex- 
ports during May totaled 13.101. 
50 per cent greater than the 
imports. 

Canada was firet during the 
month with imports, a total of 
$269,143 from that country enter- 
ing the local port. China waa sec- 
ond with imports valued at $176,- 
326. while Belgium and Brazil 
were tied for third honors with 
$107,000 each. Thirty-seven coun- 
tries, in every corner of the world, 
sent their products to Los Angeles, 
according to the table compiled by 
the exchange.

system, it would be only reasonable that 
the natural way to check disease is to 
change the amount or kind of food that you 
eat. When people learn to live on vege 
table foods, learn, too, how to prepare them 
properly, it is my opinion that disease epi- 
demics will grow less. 

“Rather than correct their faults at the 
source, which would be so simple, the people 
continue all their unwholesome habits of 
eating and drinking. When they become 
sick by their mistakes, they become scared 
and in a state of fear they fall for the ex 
ploitation of absurd systems of treatment 
that include drugs and serums (horse blood) 
and vaccines (pus or other foul matter) and 
about every ridiculous, grotesque and dan- 
gerous practice that the genius of men can 
invent and commercialize, both medical and 
ronmedical. 

“The natural remedy is always at hand 
and inexpensive for all diseases and every 
disease, whether the disease Is inside of the 
body or whether it is on the outside of the 
body, and it is that natural and rational 
treatment, based on employment of plain 
water, fresh vegetable foods, or upon food 
abstinence temporarily. 

“Were this saving and safe treatment or 
method used at the inception of disease few 
people would be sick long, nor would you 
have need for drugs nor serums nor vac- 
cines nor hokus-pokus of any nature, for all“ 
of these things are artificial, uncertain, and 
all of them increase the danger to life and 
in no real sense are they worthy of serious 
consideration. 


“The common cause for disease 160 the 
cause, generally, of epidemic disease, and 
the common cause of disease is from ex- 
- gessive feeding that poisons the system, and 
by feeding on wrong foods, which is another 
way of getting blood poison. Children fed 
largely on milk, for example, after the 
children are weaned, are liable to disease 
and liable to epidemics.” 

Following is from an article by a physi- 
clan, in the Medical Brief: ? 

“I made experiments upon seventeen peo- 
ple between the ages of 15 and 30 years, but 
in no instance could a case of consumption, 
scarlet fever or smallpox be produced. 
These experiments were made in the follow- 
ing manner: I sprayed the poison of diph- 
theria, smallpox, scarlet fever or consump- 
tion into the throat, nose or had them 
breathe them into the lungs, repeating the 
experiment in most cases every one or two 


weeks, for months, with the result that no 
disease could be developed. 

“Of course, I could not let the patients 
know what I was doing. I was supposed to 
be treating them for catarrh of the nose 
or throat.”

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CRANESBILL, FILAREE AND 
SORRELL 

ILD GERANIUM, the “Cranesbill” 
of the children, is one of the very 
W few plants of Southern California 
in which the botanists have not 

found enough difference from the eastern 
form to warrant them making a separate 
species. Its specific name of Carolinianum 
shows that it was first found on the south- 
part of our Atlantic Coast, or “there- 
uts”— although in the East it grows far 
north of the Carolinas. It is quite general- 


ly distributed over Southern California 


and the whole State, for that matter—but 
nowhere, in the south at least, does it grow 
in such thick patches as in the East. The 


flowers, too, are smaller here although. of 


the same pink color. I find that it escapes 
the notice of most persons, and the question 
has been asked me a number of times by 
those who know it in the East, whether it 
grew here. 


In the San Bernardino and San Jacinto 
mountains there grows another wild gera- 
nium (Geranium Richardsoni,) which more 
strongly than the one I have just mentioned 
rominds me of that one I knew in my boy- 
hood in the hills along the Upper Mississip- 
pi, and which we children sometimes called 
“Cranesbill” and sometimes “Five-finger”— 
the former name coming from the long beak 
on the fruit, and the latter from the five- 
parted leaves. The California flower is 
more delicately tinted, however, being a 
light-lavender with pleasing pink stripes. 
It is plentiful along the streams and about 
the moist meadows of the higher mountains 
mentioned, where it blooms from June until 
frost overtakes it along about October. I 
recall beautifal masses of this fine plant 
near Dobb's cabin, on Falls Creek, a tribu- 
tary of Mili Creek in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, but I think Tahquitz Valley, on 
San Jacinto, has furnished me the most 
pleasing and satisfying display. I think 1 
found this geranium around Mt. San An- 
tonio on one of my trips there several years 
ago—if my memory serves me right: but 


The Cranesbills are Numerous, and 
But Two Are Natives 


ORE plentiful with us than the “Cranes- 
bills” are their first-cousins, the 


“Storksbills”"—the Erodiums of the botan-| 


ists. There are several species of these in 
California. Some of them are known to be 
importations from Europe, and all are under 
a like suspicion, although one or two of 
them may be native. Whatever their native 
land, however, they all perfectly at 
home here. There is no “nick or corner” 
of the State where some one or another of 
them may not be found—and frequently all 
of them. On account of their long seed- 
beaks, the Spanish called them “Alfilerilla” 
—that is,“little needle,” from “alfiler,” a 
needle. The Spanish name has been abbre- 
viated and altered, until the one by which 


the plants are generally called is “Filaree.” 


The seeds of the filaree are “tramps” of a 
high order of development, their long beaks 
winding, and literally boring, their way into 
the woolly and hairy coats of animals, and 
are often carried long distances before they 
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vet or damp, they straighten out; then, 
when ey twist and coil, thus worm - 
ing their way into the soil. So you see that 
filaree is one of the most independent and 
industrious of Mother Nature’s children. 


| Although filaree likes to take up its abode 
fa fields, gardens and dooryards, in which 
places it fs unwelcome, and is considered a 
weed, yet we must count its presence in 
California a blessing of no man degree, be- 
cause it is a good forage plant and in many 
places furnishes feed for stock when there 
is nothing else available. I remember more 
than one instance when on far mountain 
trips our animals would have been totally 
without feed but for the friendly filaree. 


When Filarees Are in Blossom they 
Make a Pretty Splash of Color 


S FLOWERS the filarees are also en- 

titled to some consideration. While 
their blooms are not large, they are of 
bright hues, ranging from light-pink to rose- 
purple, which makes them noticeable and 
in some measure attractive. Their foliage, 
mostly springing from the base and spread- 
ing-into a symmetrical rosette, is decidedly 
ornamental—especiaily when a plant stands 
by itself. By profusion of bloom they oftem 
make a “flower-carpeted” field. Near Des- 
canso, in the eastern part of San Diego 
county, I have seen April pastures that were 
a solid covering of green filaree, over which 
there was a gauzy mantle of pink—the com- 
bination making a most pleasing piece of

Among primitive 
general belief that the plant kingdom fur- 
nishes antidotes for all poisonous effects 
from reptiles and other animals, and from 
the stings of insects, as well. And it is 
also thought the color, general appearance. 
and habit of a plant indicate for what par- 
ticular poison it is a curative. Although 
these beefs are of primitive origin, they 
persist to dn almost unbelievable extent in 
present, everyday life. It was in this way 
that the rattlesnake-plant came by its name, 
and for this re on that it is still believed 
by many persons to be an infallible remedy 
for snakebite. “There is nothing to * how- 
ever. 


There are two or three of the Euphorbias 
which have a rather cldése resemblance to 
one another, and which are indiscrimt- 
nately called “rattlesnake-weed” or “rattle 
snake-plant” by most persons who know 
them by sight. If we ate to fasten that 
name permanently upon any of them, how- 
ever, it should perhaps be the one that Is 
known to botanists as Euphorbia albomargi- 
nata—Chamaesyfe is substituted for Eu- 
phorbia in some manuals. This is one of 
our most common plants, and is so distinc- 
tive in appearance that it should be known 
to everyone who takes any notice what- 
ever of our native plants. Once taken note 
of, and its name associated with it, it is not 
easily forgotten. One of its favorite places 
of residence is along the railroad and subur- 
ban street-car tracks. It is often seen grow- 
ing between the cross-tie, and not infre- 


landscape decoration. 
I shall make no attempt here to distin- 
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a between the different species of Ero- 
dium. The general public is satisfied to 
know them al] by the common name of “fil- 
ares,” and their generic “fashion” is so dis- 
tinctive that no one ever takes them for 
anything else, or anything else for them. 

The wood-sorrel (Oxalis corniculata) by 
structure is closely allied to the geraniums, 
which is my principal reason for giving it a 
place here. It is one of our most friendly 
and familiar flowers, growing alike in the 
dooryard, the garden, and the field; in lawns 
and along streets; anywhere, in fact, that it 
can find a little soil in which to establish N 
home. I have seen it growing in the cra 
of a brick walk, and in the chinks of a stone 
wall. Wherever it lives, its tuft of grace- 
fully-drooping, trifoliate leaves and clear yel- 
low flowers give a cheerful aspect to the 
spot. It is an example in contentment well 
worthy of human emulation. 

This cheerful little oxalis of our dooryards 
is an annual, but it has a sister (Oxalis Cali 
fornica) which is a perennial, and which is 
so much like it in appearance that very few 
persons ever note any difference. It is of 
the wild, however—a “wood sorrel” by na- 
ture as well as by name. We must go to 
the foothills and mountains to find it. 

Most of the Spurges are never consid- 
ered anything else than weeds. But 
a few of them, on account of their odd or 
striking appearance, almost edge their way 
into the list of flowers. Among these are 


two or three of the Euphorbias which are 


quently it cover the slope just outside thé 
rails. As I am writing this, I have before 


me a fine specimen which came from be- 
tween the rails of the Garvanza car line 
where it circles around Mt. Washington, 
just north of the Southwest Museum. In 
this vicinity I have seen it in flower from 
March until November. 

It ig a creeping plant, lying flat on the 
ground, and is thus snakelike by habit. Its 
“rattlesnake look” is due to the color-combi- 
nation made by the flowers and foliage. The 
leaves are small, about a quarter of an inch 
wide, and only a little longer, but they have 
a trim, oval shape, and are symmetrically 
placed in pairs. Between each pair of 
leaves a tiny white-margined, purple-cen- 
tered flower stands up on a short pedicel, 
looking like an eye among the darker foll- 
age. The result is a checkered pattern, 
which, I must admit, irresistibly reminds 
one of ‘a snake’s skin. To my eyes this 
lowly Euphorbia is highly ornamental, and 
I feel a decided dislike to placing it in the 
“weed” list.

It is somewhat of a surprise to botanical 
pup'la new to the subject that the big, roi- 
s:ering castor bean is a first-cousin of the 
lowly, creeping “rattlesnake-plants.” Yet 
such it is. They both belong to the Spurge 
family. 

There are two other members of this 
same group which are among our most com- 
mon plants. They are the Croton (Croton 
Californica) and the Turkey Mullein (Pis- 
caria setigera.) They are both ordinarily 
classed as weeds, yet places where they 
grow musi be credited with being more at- 
tractive for their presence. 

The Croton is a light-green, slender plant 
that pre-empts uncared-for parkings and 
neglected roadsides. Its flowers are incon- 
spicuous—steminate and pistillate on differ- 
ent plants— but the stems and foliage com- 
bine to make it a pleasing thing. 

The flowers of the Turkey Mullein, also, 
have no beauty to command the plant to our 
attention. But the white-hoary complexion 
of stems and foliage make it a marked ob 
ject wherever it grows—which is usually 
out in the “lime-light.” It flourishes only 
in the open, and nowhere is it so prosperous 
as in fields which have been deserted for a 
year or two. While pleasing to the eye, it 
is very disagreeable to the touch, on ac- 
count of the liberal protection it has in the 
way of harsh, stiff hairs.

Fruit ie food, medicine and drink, contain- 
ing the purest water distilled in nature's 
own laboratory. Some fruitarians never 
drink anything—not even water. 

Many say they cannot eat fresh fruit. That 
is because the linings of their stomachs are 
inflamed and the fruit acids irritate them. 


The thing to do is to get into a condition 


where they can eat fruit, as soon as pos- 
sibie. 

Another reason why some people say they 
cannot eat fruit is that they mix it with 
other foods. This should never be done, 
because fruit is a medicinal food and starts 
trouble when imixed with other forms of 
nourishment, The only thing that may prop- 
erly be eaten with fruit is nuts—olives, of 


clally should fruft never be mixed with 
starch food. 

Do not cook fruit. That is like painting 
the lily. To cook’ fruit and mix it with 
sugar is to destroy most of its medicinal 
jualities. 4 
California is the greatest horticultural 
State in the Union. Unfortunately, it is 
nost difficult to buy fruit that is neither 
inder-ripe or over-ripe. As to price, it is 
‘etailed at about the same price as it brings 
n Chicago or New York, except in the case 
if fruit out of season. Not that the grower 
‘ets too much—by ho means. 


Smaller fruits are usually best. Amertl- 
‘ans, in their absurd mania for bigness, eat 
with their eyes. When I compare the big 
overirrigated, often insipid California straw- 
berries, of which we boast so much, with 
those little fragrant, dark red wild straw 
verries, as big as the tip of my little finger, 
that the children would bring for bre?riast 
o the Swiss hotel where I lived, it makes 
me feel homesick for the Alps. There are no 
cherries with a flavor—‘“kraeftig,” the Ger- 
mans say—like the little jet black cherry of 
the Schwarzald, of which they make kirsch- 
wasser. Nature has put up the best things 
ir small packages. When man increases 
the size of the package, he does not get 
more of the “real stuff’ within. He only 
adds to the water and pith. 

Irrigated fruit of the temperate zone 
lacks the flavor of that grown under natu- 
ral conditions.

The designer forgot 
that the mort beautiful shape is the one 
which best carries out the purpose for 
which it is intended. There are potteries 
where an effort is always made to make the 
articles at least easy to use. The Lenox 
Potteries, for one, have refused to design 
handles on cups and pitchers that are al- 
most impossible to hold; or spouts which 
would not pour. Their efforts have been 
so appreciated by those who really know 
good sculpture, modeling and painting that 
they were seletted as the first American 
concern to make the White House service, 
which was bought during President Wil- 
son’s administration.

The photograph 


HILE standard revision is a some- 

what timely subject of discussion, 

it might be well to recall what 
standards are really for and the objects it 
is hoped to attain and maintain by them. 
Primarily, they are to sustain quality in 
any product they are presumed to cover. 
In the matter of poultry, standards are es- 
tablished to maintain uniformity of breeds 
and varieties based on economic and color 
markiigs. As subsidiary consideratiois, 
are „ shape and color. Now most of 
these ‘elemental things are more or less a 
mater of opinion and change as time goes 
on, hence the American Poultry Associa- 


every ten or twelve years; usually these 
call for modifications, the admission of 
new breeds and varieties and (rarely) the 
elimination of old breeds in cases where 
they have become obsolete. Now type and 
‘size, in the opinion of many, is elemental 
and vital in the maintenance of economic 
values. Often there is a sacrifice of these 
qualities to color markings, particularly in 
plumage. This invariably leads to a reduc- 
tion in size and type of a breed. In some 
of our standard breeds this has so reduccd 
many strains as to approach the danger 
line; im others it has materially altered 
typical shape. Both tendencies should be 
avoided, because representing an tlement 
pa to the practical phases of poultry 


; Since type represents the breed and 
colof the variety, the former possesses rank 
over. the latter. While there is no disposi- 
tion to disparage color points, it must, 
nevertheless, be admitted that color as 
such can hardly be considered an economic 
force in production, though it possesses a 
dominant value when it comes to selling 
breeding and foundation stock. For, after 
all, we admire what pleases the sense of 
the beautiful; no one wants mongrels, be 


and med fowls. Thus standards sustain 
purity of breeds and also quality, be that 
along lines of profit or along aesthetic lines 
calling for beauty in shape and color. 
There has been some feeling engendered 
among those handling some of the new“ 
breeds hy reason of their refusal of admit 
tance into the new 1923 edition of the 
standard: notably is this true of Rhode 
Island Whites and Jersey Black Giants. In 
the estimation of the committee neither 
breed “came true” in sufficient numbers to 
an individual type distinguishable from 
some of the older breeds already in the 
standard, while in color markings the de 
fects were still more pronounced. Unless 
a so-called new“ breed striking 
ly individual markings that have become 
1 fixed, and in ne direction or another, 
present economit volves that are not in 
evidence by breeds already established, we 
can see no reason for adding to the multi- 
plicity of breeds and varieties we already 
possess, Detter improve what we already 
have, rather than try to “create” additional 
varfeties which may prove no better than 
those we already possess. Yhere may be 
changes and modifications in the present 
standard that stand for progress; if so, they 
Should be allowed. Rut for heaven's sake, 
let us build to that for which we already

Avoid Ways That Are Dark 
On more than one occasion we have 


dweln upon the importance of pure air and 
a superabundance of sunshine in the poul- 
houses; for wherever the actinic rays 
of the sun hit directly there is a lessening 
of disease germs. Sunshine is, indeed, a 
great purifier and has an importance in the 
maintenance of health in fowl! life that is 
equally as important as pure water and 
wholesome feeding. This has long . ad- 
mitted by advanced and experienced breed 

ers. Now, however, come the — tm 
vestigators and announce that sunshine ts 
not only insurance against disease, but that 
it can also be rated as 4 food. This phase 
of the subject is interesting even though 
somewhat intricate. According to a writer 
in the London Feathered World, there have 
been published the results of scientific in- 
vestigations made both in A country and 
America on the influence of sunlight in 
prevention and cure of certain diseases. 
In England a committee of the Medical Re 
search Council, under the chairmanship of 
Prof. W. M. Baylise, has been so engaged, 
and in this country Dr. A. F. Hess of Co- 
lumbia. University, New York, with his 
coadjutors, has undertaken similar investi- 
gations. Further, Dr. Sonne Copen 
hagen has discovered that there is a most 
important influence exerted by sunlight 


upon the blood. In addition, in the ob- 
servations by Dr. Sonne, investigators 
“have found that sunlight is the equivalent 
of food. By a long series of experiments 
upon the lower animals and observations 
on human infants, they have shown that 
sunlight can prevent or cure rickets even 
where the diet is such as otherwise in- 
variably the disease: and, 
further, “those authors can ‘indicate a 
measurable equivalence between certain 
doses of codliver oil in their influence on 
nutrition, and for the first time they have 
demonstrated a chemical (as distinguished 
from a merely calorific or heating) action 
of sunlight in the blood, in terms of the 
blood content of phosphorus, which is most 
markedly increased by sunlight.” 

As applied to poultry culture, it is quite 
well agreed among people of experience 
that lice and mites usually are the most 
prolific in the dark places, and that disease 

germs and bacteria find conditions more to 

thelr liking in the absence of sunlight. 
That sunshine is more or less destructive 
to certain forms of minute life has long 
beeti known. In our dry atmosphere, sun- 
shine is certainly sufficiently in evidence to 
serve such a purpose, provided the houses 
are properly constructed so that sunshine 
will flood the interior. Shade, of course, is 
essential, but such must also be a matter 
of indirect sunshine. It is the dark, badly 
ventilated, “ead-air r that should be 
avoided in and yard con- 
struction.

If this proves correct 
(in the case under consideretion) for a 
remedy thoroughly unn the in- 
gredients: Flowers of sulphur; 
carbonate of potash, twenty 2 la rd or 
vaseline, one-half ounce, and rub over the 
affected parts of the skin and parts adja- 
cent thereto.

Soft-Shelied Eggs. 

A correspondent from Sawtelle writes, 
complaining that her hens lay soft-shelled 
es, and that the trouble is increasing; 
naturally, she asks the cause and a remedy. 
The trouble is not always easy of explana- 
tion. It may be due to a want of lime in 
the food, to the hens being over-fat and 
thus crowding the organs, to physical 
weakness, making it difficult to maintain 
the egg until fully formed, to a want of ex 
ercise, etc. If the hens are overfat, cut 
down the ration to retard egg production; 
if with a male, remove him in order to 
avoid treading while the hens are in this 
condition, and avoid stimulating foods for 
a while. The chances are the birds ar- 
over-fat and are given a ration too stimu 
lating. Alter conditions, and the chances 
are the birds will soon become be. 
and the trouble be overcome. 


Live stock aud poultry suffer from the 
depredations of the coyote in all counties 
of California.

Our members won a large propor- 
tion of the monthly and yearly awards in 
the State dairy caw competition, and have 
been quoted regularly by the western 
branch, dairy division of the United States 
Department of Agriculture for the high as- 
sociation, herd average, or individual pro- 
duction, compared with all other such as- 
sociations west of the Rockies. Some 
months ago, we had the pleasure of re- 
porting to the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture the five highest producing cows ever 
reported by one association in a single 
month. These cows averaged 112 pounds 
of fat each for the month. During March 
we again exceeded this figure, with five 
cows making a total of 577.4 pounds of fat.

In order to furnish permanent records of 
this work, the records of the monthly tests 
on each cow are entered and signed by the 
tester In a loose-leaf book, each leaf being 
made in the form of a certificate of pro- 
duction, with a place for a diagram of 
color markings for identification of the ant- 
mal. It has been proven that such records 
have a very substantial value in selling the

As a further incentive to improve pro- 
duction, every cow tested is automatically 
entered in a competition in which monthly 
and yearly prizes offered by various firms 
are awarded for individual production; for 
best groups of five cows and for herd av- 
erages, separate classification being made 
for pure-bred cattle and grades, and for 
different sized herds. Our members should 
not forget which firms have co-operated in 
this movement for the improvement of the 
dairy business. The cups which were dis- 
tributed last year were exhibited at the 
live-stock shows, farm bureau meetings 
and elsewhere, and caused a great deal of 
general interest and an increase in our 
membership. 

During the past year, this department 
also has held a number ot meetings at dif- 
ferent dairies for the discussion of sub- 
jects important to the industry.

Blackleg disease is produced by the 
blackleg germ, which is found in infected 
soil and bodies of animals sick or dead of 
the disease.

CITRUS CROP LARGER 
THAN FIRST THOUGHT 


It is now believed by officials of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange that 43,545 
carloads of oranges and lemons will be 
shipped. This represents a loss of about 
one-third the estimated crop through low 
temperatures the past winter. Of the total, 
9850 carloads of lemons will be shipped. 

Estimates of the crop before the cold 
weather of January placed the shipments 
at 52,300 carloads of oranges and 14,700 
carloads of lemons. A careful check has 
been made of the various citrus districts, 
and the damage by frest has been accu- 
tately ascertained, with the above results.

ALFALFA AND CORN

It often be- 
comes moldy and slimy, as do various other 
legumes, when put in this way. Special 
care must be taken in packing this silage, 
because of the high percentage of protein 
in it, which causes it to putrefy ins ot 
ferment when too much air is present.

when weather conditions are unfavorable 
for the curing of hay. Good silage may be 
made from partially wilted alfalfa, if it is 
cut fine enough, and is well packed. If it is 


silage: but experience 

“washy” silage may result if freshly cut 
alfalfa is put up while wet with rain. Un- 
der reasonably favorable conditions, alfalfa 
can be made into hay at less expease than 
into silage. 

Alfalfa and corn mixed make good silage. 
The corn adds the sugar and starch neces-. 
sary. for the right fermentation. For the 
same reason, the mixing of sorghums or 
small grains with alfalfa improves the 
silage. The addition of crude molasses to 
alfalfa also increases the chances of pro- 
ducing a good quality of silage. Good sil- 
age can be made by mixing straw of any 
of the small grains with alfalfa, if the mix- 
ing is done as the material passes th 
the cutter, and water is added to make it 
pack well. 

Although alfalfa is not an ideal cilage 
crop, it makes a nutritious silage when 
properly handled.

WHY BLACK LAMBS

Feeding and management of sheep, says 
Dr. Sewall Wright, specialist in animal

After careful 
study of the poison hemlock situation, the 
county commissioners find that the seed is 
mostly carried on the flood waters. Inves- 
tigation discloses that masses of the weed 
have grown up along the head waters of 
most of the creeks, and yearly send their 
seed on the winter floods, in this way dis- 
tributing them for numerous miles, and 
through the finest of pasture lands as well 
as farm districts. 


The weed is now not only found growing 
within a block of the City Hall in Santa 
Barbara, but great masses of it are found 
along the creek flowing through the city, 
and along the marsh lands near the city’s 
ocean front, It is also found along the 
main highway leading west from Santa 
Barbara, and the farm bureau centers are 
to make a general appeal to the city au- 
thorities to clean up the waste places with- 
in the city limits where this poisonous 
weed has secured a foothold. N 


In response to the appeal of the horti- 
cultural commissioner and farm bureau 
head, hundreds of farmers over the coun- 
ty have devoted many weeks to the fight 
against the pest in the county districts, so 
that the summer finds fields in many dis- 
tricts free of hemlock. It is admitted, 
however, that the campaign must be con- 
tinous through the year if the weed. is to 
be completely eradicated.

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A — for the marketing of California 
grain has been devised by the California 
Farm Bureau Exchange, and is being sub- 
mitted to grain growers of the State. The 
exchange is a nonstock, nonprofit organiza- 
tion for.the purpose of marketing its mem- 


bers’ grain, and to purchase their require- th 


ments in large quantities. 


The officers of the exchange are: C. K. 
Hardenbrook, Salinas, — J. J. Hol- 
Uster. Gaylota, vice-president. In addition 
to these two, the board of directors is com- 
posed of W. H. Walker, Willows, president. 
of the California State Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration; T. A. Kilkenny, Dixon: A. E. 
Lindstrom, Oakland, president of the Cali- 
fornia Farm Bureau Elevator Corporation; 
W. L. Hagg, Hanford; I. I. Borden, San 
Francisco; J. H. Hauschildt, Santa Cruz, 
and Harry W. Thomas of Merced. 


An outline of the plan as given out by 
the exchange follows: 


The principal difficulty confronting the 
California Farm Bureau Exchange was the 
problem of marketing effectively the grain 
of its members, not alone that which is 
suitable for export, but also that which Is 
consumed locally. After its first year’s ex- 
perience it was found necessary to permit 
of competing with existing conditions, and 
to operate by securing a direct export 
agency through which the exportable sur- 
plus of the State might be moved to ad- 
vantage for the growers. 

This has been accomplished by enter- 
ing into an agreement with Messrs. George 
Wills & Sons, Ltd., of London, whereby 
this firm becomes exclusive European 
agents for the exchange. T. E. Morgan 
has been selected as manager of the ex- 
change. 

Any farmer ir, California can market his 
grain through the exchange by becoming a 
member of the farm bureau exchange in 


hig county, or in case no exchange exists, | 


by joining the exchange in the nearest 
county where such exists. He must also 
become a member of the farm bureau in 
his county. He must enter into a contract 
with the exchange to sell his grain. The 
exchange charge for selling will not exceed 
$1 per ton, it is declared by the officers. 
The exchange has completed arrangements 
for a loan of $5,000,000 to finance its opera- 
tions.

It was 
found that this could be effected by irrigat- 
ing soon after the first flower buds begin 
‘o form, and at frequent intervals there 
fter.

The normal growing season in the Salt 
fiver Valley region is none too long for 
he complete development of the Pima cot- 
on plant. Growers need to take precat 
ions to select a proper date for planting, 
and to Keep the plant in full activity dur- 
ing the limited time available for boll pro- 
duction. In tests conducted, different con- 
ditions of soil moisture and available plant 
food affected the plants under observation 
unfavorably. Those which produced the 
greatest early growth appeared to suffer 
most frequently from “water stress.” They 
remained longer in a wilted condition be- 
tween frrigations, and showed an earlier 
, recurrence of wilting after irrigation. 


There are indications that prolonged 
“water stress” affects the Plant tissues so 
badly that they do not recover their prop- 
er strength after wilting, even when favor- 
able growing conditions are later restored. 


MIXING POISON FOR® 
THE ARGENTINE ANT 


The chief importance of the Argentine 
ant in orchards is its habit of protecting 
mealybugs and other scale pests from their 
natural enemies, thus permitting them to 
increase rapidly, and do serious damage to 
the trees and fruit. It is extremely difficult 
to control mealybugs and scale unless the 
orchard has first been freed from the ants. 
In homes they make themselves obnoxious 
by gaining access to refrigerators, pan- 
tries and other places where food is kept. 

The Argentine ant has habits somewhat 
similar to the honey bee, in that the colony 
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poisoned syrup, which they carry 
the nest, feeding it to the queen and young 
and thus destroying them. 

The best formula for this poison, as 
worked out by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and recommended by 
the California Department of Agriculture, 
is as follows: 

Granulated sugar, twelve pounds; water 
(distilled,) ten pints; Tartaric acid (crys 
talliszed,) one-fourth ounce. Boil thirty 
minutes and cool. Add distilled water to 
allow for evaporation. Dissolve’ three- 
fourths ounce of sodium arsenite (C. P. 
only) in one pint hot distilled water. Add 
poison solution to syrup and stir well. Add 
to the poison syrup two pounds of strain 
honey. Mix thoroughly. : 

The success of this syrup depends pri- 
marily upon the ingredients used, 
purity, accuracy in measurement and their 
combination.

the house. The best containers for this 
purpose are two-ounce ‘spice cans. They 
should first be dipped in hot paraffin, to 
prevent rusting. A nail hole should be 
made near the top of the can, through 
which the ants may enter. Place a small 
amount of clean excelsior in the cans, and 
then add about one inch of poisoned syrup. 
These cans may be hooped onto the trunk 
of a tree by driving a small finishing nail 
into the latter. They should be inspected 
frequently, and the syrup replenished when 
necessary. They should also be labeled 
“poison.”

But the temperature of 134 degrees F. ob- 


served on July 10, 1913, is believed by 
meteorologists to be the highest natural-air 
temperature ever recorded with a standard 
tested thermometer, exposed in the shade 
under approved conditions. 


Death Valley is the deepest depression in 
the United States, some estimates placing 
its lowest point at 837 feet below sea level. 
It is from two to eight miles wide and 
about 100 miles long. Greenland ranch is 
178 feet below sea level. White people 
find the midsummer heat intolerable, and 
even the Indians go up to the Panamint 
Range during July and August. 

The normal annual precipitation in 
Death Valley is less than two inches. A 
group of springs serve as the source of ir- 
rigation water supply for Greenland ranch. 
The water has a temperature of about 100 
degrees F. and is only sufficient to irrigate 
seventy acres. Four crops of alfalfa are 
gathered each year. The principal product 
of the ranch is dressed meat, but experi- 
ments are being made in raising poultry 
and in growing ve dates, citrus 
and deciduous fruits.

Walnut production enjoys certain ad- 
; vantages over most other crops. For 
| though it is grown in the col botioms of 
| valleys and canyons unsuited to citrus cul- 
ture, the walrat'’s winter dormancy is a 
sure nreventive against herm from low tem- 
peratures. Only in the middle and late 
spring, when the tender bloesoms are set- 
Ung, can a frost do damage; and for local 
ties visited by late frosts there are late va- 
rieties certain not to blossom. until the 
danger time is past. 

Walnuts, the harvested product, enjoy the 
advantage of long-keeping qualities shared 
by few high-paying crops. Hence there ia 
never an urgent need to sell out at a sac- 
rifice. If the market is slow, the nuts will 
keep until the demand is livelier. For in 
stance, a considerable percentage of the 
1919 crop was not sold until the spring of 
1921. The demand for soft-shelled walnuts, 
commonly known as English walnuts, us 
never been fully satisfied; nor, considering

The supply would prove insuf- 
ficient if the foreign producers could sell 
their nuts profitably at home. Moreover, 
the walnut has always been considered a 
tidbit used to top off_holiday feasts. As 
the public becomes educated to appreciate 
the solid nutriment concentrated in walnut 
meats, the walnut is certain to find its 


has always had the reputa“ hn of being the 
easiest and simplest crop to take care of 
The supposition is that any one can raise 
walnuts, for the grove is supposed largely 
to look after itself. This is true to a cer-

1 to the wild forest condition, both 

in appearance and habit, of any of the cul- 
tivated fruit or nut gruves. The trees, once 
given a proper start, require little pruning. 
Fertilizing the soil is rarely a necessity, 
owing to the circumstance that the walnut 
groves are generally established in the very 
richest black adobes and alluvial loams in 
the centers of valleys. 

But cultural requirements have become 
somewhat more exacting than they used 
to be. The development of every agricul. 
tural industry seems to result in the need 
of additional care both to promote normal 
production and to combat new disease and 
pests. 

Ten years ago irrigation was not a vital 


furrows for the winter, usually in conjunc- 
tlon with a cover crop, and to irrigate 
whenever the rains fail to keep the soil in 
a moist condition. 


Another duty added to the walnut grow- 
ers’ schedule is that of spraying. Until the 
codling moth, or apple worm, developed a 
fondness for walnuts the growers never 80 
much as connected the idea of spraying 
with walnut culture. But now it is becom- 
ing a necessity. The percentage of wormy 
nuts is increasing everywhere with alarm- 
ing rapidity. To cover so large a tree as 
the full-crown walnut with a liquid spray 
is both difficult and costly. Therefore a 
dry spray or dusting method has been 
worked out, by which each single tree, and 
indeed, an entire grove, may be envelo 
in a cloud of poisonous dust. While thus 
playing for the destructive larvae of the 
codling moth, the growers may include in 
the mixture an ingredient for the destruc- 
tion of the walnut aphis. The dusting is 


more than operating expenses all the time.
